In- 
timtttioDS havo reached tho state 
department from tlia Amorioan lega- 
tion in Seoul that tho Japanofo 
advisers of the King of Korea 
had Buegosted the desirability of plaoint; 
Korean relations temporarily la the bandu 
of Japanese mlnistcra in various oountriea, 
but on account of the existing friend- 
ship of the Uuitod States, whioh is 
tho only nation except Japan main- 
taining diplomatio representation in 
Seoul, tho King of Korea deollood to agree

It was 
deliberate and with fall knowledge of the 
act. It Is certain that no person in com- 
niand of any war vossol in tho world would 
be ignorant that firing upon a merchant vea- 
lel of another nation on tho high seas in 
time of peace would violate the law of na- 
tiona. 'There is not a Bubordinato cffioer 
of any man-of-war in tho world 
who has not been suUioiently instruoted to 
know that. It is therefore a case of wilful 
inaolb to the American flag and people. I 
do not recall so wanton an outrage as hap- 
pening to any firit olaea power In fifty years. 
An apology soiroely wipes out such an 
aflfront. Tho truth is wo have hap- 
pened to come in for a piece of 
the general brutality and ruffianism 
tbitt holds Cuba.

passengers and freight with safety. 

Mr. Stephen Hoskins, whilst crossing the 
Pass on Thursday in a small dingy, had the 
misfortune to lose one of the oars. The 
strong flood tide running at the time made 
It rather uncomfortable for the occupant of 
the boat who was in peril of being carried 
into the gulf.

NEVr DENTEB.

Bad roads, as a result of the early spring, 
have interrupted the shipments of ore all 
over the district. Xhe N. & S. railway baa 
again been hlocked this week by land sildea. 
It has been in bud sbapo for three weeks, 
oauaing the ore to pUo u^.. at the oonoea- 
trator and Three Forka. There are 1,000 
tana np thucu at preaent, and the ownora arc 
doing some tall kicking. One hundred and 
fifty-two tons were shipped out before t'-. 
slide occurred. This all went to Oranj. .. 
From the initial shipment on Soptombor 13, 
18!)4| till January 1, 1895, tho Slocan mines 
sent out over tho Nukuap und Slocan rail- 
way 2,151 tons of ore, valued at $215,000 ; 
and in January and February tho shipments 
were 947 tons, valued ob §94,700. 

Threo good properties were diaposod of 
laat week at Trail Crook, Thoy wore tho 
Poornian, Novelty and California, and §20, 
boo waa paid for them. Tho purohaaora 
were all prominent mining men of 15utto, 
viz. ; I, Silverman, Gon, Warren, J, A. 
Coram and C. H. Palmer. Tho money was 
paid over in Spokane. It ia purposed by 
the owners to organize a powerful company, 
and stock the properties for a big sum. 
Development work wiil be pnahed on an ex- 
tensive scale. 

NAKVBP.

The building of a largo steamer by tho C. 
ii K, N. Co,, to replace tho ill-fated Colum- 
bia, is now a surety. Comodoro Troup, who 
has been on cho coaat for the past threo 
weeks, has let the contract for the vessel, 
wttioh will be the largest and finest boat 
ever floated oh interior waters. It will be 
160 feet long, 33 feet wide, six feot hull,wlll 
have 30 atatorooms, and will carry 300 tons 
of oro.

Tho 
frame ia now being built at Now Woatmin- 
ater, and the boat will bo put on the waya 
here.

The 
Nelson and Spokane will look after the 
Kootonay lake traffic, while the Lytton, 
Kootenai, Illeoillewaet and, the new boat 
will tend to this route. Capt. Troup ex- 
pects a big season's business. 

BKVEL8TOKE. 

(From the Kootonay Mall.) 

The new boat which Tom Home, with the 
atsisbanoe of Raymond Allan, baa been 
building this winter, oalled the Big Bend, 
is ready for iannohteg. Xhe calking was 
going on last week and other finishing 
touches have all been put on. It is a splen- 
did oraft and Is Intended prinoipally for tho 
up-river Big Lend trade. Tho boat is 41 
foot long, si foot beam and 13^ feet depth of 
hold. It is of very light draft, and is longer 
than the steamer Arrow. It will carry 
about ten tons, and will take seven or eight 
man to handle her in tho ourrcnta of tho 
rivor. Should the trade of the Big Bend be 
suQlcient to pay steamer machinery could be 
put into her with very little trouble. 

Mrs. George Laformo died on March 14, 
aftor five days' illness. Mrs, Ljformo was 
the daughter of Mr, aad Mrs. John Stone, 
sister to Mrs, G. Abruhamson and Albert. 
Stone, and waa a dear and much cherished 
member of the circle. 

The Revelatoke Amateur Dramatic Society 
have two farcos in rehearsal which they will 
produce about a month hence to aid the 
building fund of tho Churoh of England. 

Thomas G, Earl, one of tho most success 
ful fruit-growors In tho province, whose 
orchards are at Lytton, was in town Tbura 
day. Ho is making an effort to get the C. 
P. R. to give a low rate of freight on fruit 
and vegetables from the orchards and gard- 
ens further west into this section of B. C, 
and to furnish a special oar to be run on 
apeolal daya to aooommodate the demand. 

The weather at Revelstoko this winter, 
we venture to assert, ia unlike that of any 
other place in North America. Xhe total 
■nowfall baa been fully ten feet, and ' bfter 
lettling by soft weather and rain, waa near- 
ly four feet deep on the level. Not a storm, 
no drifting wind, not even a zsphyr saffi- 
olent to dlstarb a descending anowflake, has 
ooourred Uaring the entire winter. 

BOSSLAND.

Xhe appointment of J, Kirkup aa mining 
reoordw and oonstable at Rossland ia a 
popular one'. He is a zealona servant of the 

government, but contrives not to make him- 
self universally offensive to tho people. . He 
has enemies, but a man who has not is no 
good on general principles. 

A remarkable specimen of gold ore is to 
be seen at the K mine, weighing about 
200 pounds and literally full of gold. Throw 
water over the rock and tho gold shows up 
clear in seams all through the rock. The 
owners of the K are ih doubt whether to 
ship the chunk for exhibition or run it 
through the mill. The one course would ad- 
vertise the country, but the other would line 
their pockets. 

Xhe Xrail Creek camp is rapidly aasuming 
vwy large proportions and tho air Is full of 
talk about smelters and reduction works. 
It is reported that the Butte & Boston com- 
pany, of Butto, have in view the erection of 
a very large plant, capable of handling all 
the ore produced or likely to be produced 
for some time to come In the tQraii Creek 
camp. Whether this project is carried out 
or not it ia certain that reduction works will 
be built to handle the ore of the camp.

The Steamer "Spokane" Totally De- 
stroyed by Fire at Kaslo 
Yesterday. 



Bepaire to the " Vancouver " Com 
pleted— Salmon Ships Reported 
-The "Willapa." 



DiapaUkes from Kaslo latb evenlag an 
noanced the total deitrootlon by flra yestor 
day morniDg of the wait Icnown river and 
lake iteaBBr Spokane, owned by the Colum 
bla aad Kootenay Steam Navigation Com- 
pany, and maintaining ooinmunioatlon with 
the Kootenay mining diatriob. Thin is the 
aeoond steamer the company baa lost by fire 
daring the paat few monthi, the Columbia 
having gone up in emoke nob long ago, and 
Captain Troup being even now on the Coaab 
arranging for the conattuotioa of a veasel to 
replace her. Just how the Spokane caught 
fire ie ab present a mystery. She was lying 
ab her dook in Kaslo with considerable 
freight aboard, consisting of flour, oats and 
general auppllea for the aiiners, as well as 
•oal for engine nae. Diaaharging had not 
yet oommenoed and no onu was aboard the 
veaseli when at about 9:30, pedeatrianB on 
the street above the water front 
Dotiotd unoke ponriog out of her 
forward cabin windows. The alarm 
wai given Immidiitily. bnt almoit' bo- 
fore the townipeople could reach tlie veaael 
her whole upper deck was a maae of flames. 
A portion of the cargo wbb removed with 
both dlffionlty and danger, bab with the 
limited apparatus at hand for fightini; the 
fire the Spokane was doomed. Ttie ateamer 
Willard Ainsworth, whioh was lying ab :ho 
Bdjoining wharf taking on cargo when the 
fire broke oat, immediately turned a stream 
of water on the burning atoamer. The 
flames progresBed ao rapidly, however, that 
within three bonra the hull, barued quite to 
the water's edge, and the ruined engines, 
were all that was left of one 6f the finest 
steamera dividing the waters of Kootenay 
lake. The Spokane was to have been 
placed on the Bonner's lorry route in the 
course of a few days, there to oontinue 
in servioo daring the summer aoaaon. What 
arrangementa will now be made by the com- 
pany to continue Its aervice, are nob yet 
annouDoed. The Spokane was valued at 
$20,000 and insured for bub S5,000. Captain 
Troupe has only very recently let a contract 
for a vesBot to replace the ill-fated Colum- 
bia, the projooted vessel to ha tho largest, 
fastest and altogether the best boat ever 
floated on interior waters. It ia quite pos- 
sible that tho same contraotiag firm may un- 
dertake to supply two steamers instead of 
one.

FIRE BY-LA W. 

To THE Editor :— In the city of Viatoria 
immunity from disastrous oontU^rationB has 
been credited to many cauaos. A citizen of 
Toronto stated six months ago that it would 
bo impossible to have a large oaDS:igration 
in that place. Ho used tho same arguments 
thab our people use to-day. Three large 
fires ooourrud and tlioy aro now purchasing 
firo-fighling ftppliancoa to save tho remaining 
portion of tho city.

Under the new sysiem this 
will be changed and a new chemical engine 
will be added to the apparatus at preieuti in 
the central fire halls. Hydranta, fire alarm 
boxea. Hose oarta and many other addltiona 
will be made. While land, lumber and 
labor are ubeap the fire hatla >|11 I» built. 
Another steam fire en/^lne will be in aervloa, 
while the lowering of insuranoa rates should 
induce everyone to give thalr hearty aupport 
bo the measure. Th^ anm asked for is amall, 
representing leas than one half the amount 
lost thrpugb fire during 1894. Residents of 
the looalltiea to be benefited and all business 
men should aid the paiaage of the by-law 
whioh will add to the protection of their

THE OOVBRNMBNT'S OOURSB. 

VVa regret to aee that there are men in 
some of the provincea of the Daminion who 
are eager to drag the Manitoba School ques- 
tion into partly politioi. Ibey are on the 
witch to aee what aoblon the Dominion Gov- 
ornment will talce on the appeal oaaa which 
is now before it, ready, no matter what 
course it may adopt, to make political capi- 
tal ont of its decision. In order tfii b« bi a 
position to oppose the Government's aobion, 
they we moat oatcefal not to commit 
themselves to any opinion on the anbjeot. 
When they cannot avoid diaouasing 
ib they deal in genoralitiea and in- 
definite Btatementa whioh, to the unthink- 
ing hearer or reader, appear pleasant and 
reasonable, bnt when they are closely ex- 
Bialoed it it found they really mean nothing 
at all. 

These politicians, while they are so care- 
fully non-committal, are all the time re- 
proaching the Government because they 
have not come to a final decision in the mat- 
ter. This has been their attitude from the 
firat. Although they aaw very clearly that 
the question has been one, ao to apeak, 
forced upon the Government; and although 
they knewthat ib would be required ofSoially 
to decide upon the appeal of the Manito- 
ba minority after bearing what both sides bad 
to say, tfaoy did what they could to compel 
the Government to prejudge the case before 
it came to a hearing, they themselves, as 
we have said, taking good care to keep per- 
fectly neutral, and thia, too, while they 
were quite ab liberty to ezproas themBolvos 
frooly on the subject. The evidonb doter- 
mination to force the Government's hand, 
while they atndioaily refrained from mak- 
ing the alightest sign, ia of itself snffiolent 
to show that they intend, in spite of many 
apeoioug protests and virtuous profoaalona, 
to drag the school question into politics as 
soon as the Government affords them a 
pretext to do so. 

Onr readera, then, need not be snrpriaed to 
see leading men of the Opposition finding 
fault with the Government's deoiaion, what- 
ever it may be, and declaring vehemently 
that Gomo other course than the one it de- 
cides to take would have been tho right ono. 

Those who wish to decide impartially on 
this very important question must remem- 
ber that it has not been raised by the Gov- 
ernment. The Govornmont would in fact 
muoh rathor, if such a oourao was consistent 
with its duly, have nothing whatever to do 
with it. It Ib, aa overyono boob, a very em- 
barrassing quoBtion and governments are not 
by any means fond of embarrassing ques- 
tions. 

When In 1891 tho Loglalaturo of Manitoba 
passed thoPubllcSchools Bill which abollahod 
denominational public sohools in tho Province 
und ostabliahod a ayatom of non-acotarian 
education, tho Govornmont, recognizing 
Manitoba's right to legislate in the matter, 
although urged to do ao, would not advlsa 
the Governor-General to dieallow the bill. 
The question of the constitutionality of the 
law was a striotly legal ono whioh could bo 
best dooidod by tho courts of law. The 
highest legal tribunal in the empire decided 
that the law was oonstitntioaal. When 
this decision was proclaimed it was believed 
that the Manitoba question vaa aettled. 
Bat thia was not the case. There was a 
proviBion In tho constitution that gave tho 
minority u right to appoal from tho action of 
the LogisUturo to the Govornor-General-in- 
Gonnoil. The Manitoba minority, taking ad- 
vantage of this provision, appealed to the Go v- 
ernor-Genoral-in-Councll. The Government 
of Manitoba called in question this right. 
The Judicial Commlttoo of tho Privy Coun- 
oll, ib waa contondod, hud aottlod tho ques- 
tion, and the Governor-Genoral-in-Cauncil 
oonyi BOt efttertatn the appeal. The.Gov- 
ernteenb' said in effeot : Thia is also a strict- 
ly legal question. Let the oonrta decide 
whether or not the minority have a right to 
appoal and whether or nob the Govornor- 
Gijnorol-in-Oouncil is bound to hoar tho ap- 
peal and adjadicikte upon it. This question 
wai' ttibmitted finl!\to the Supreme Court of 



Canada and afterwards to the Judicial Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council, and the deoislon 
of the tribnnaia was that the minority had 
the right to appeal »ad that ib :wm the duty 
of the Governor-General-In-Ciimnbll to hear 
and decide upon the appeal. 

Aa tho reader sees, in both tbeso cases tho 
Dominion Government was perfectly pas- 
sive, lb did nob undertake to dec'da upon 
tho constitutionality of the Manitob:t School 
Act, and It did not d^eid;, upon tho right of 
the Manitoba 'minority to" appeal. It did 
nob treat these quoationa as queations of 
polltica ; ib doalb with thorn as queationa of 
law. The soundness of these decisions is 
nob qneBtloned ev«a by ibsae wbs do not 
like them. Wit£ regard to the latter of the 
two deoiaiona, Mr. D*lton McCarthy himeolf 
bore witness to its aonndnesa the other day 
in Toronto. He said ; 

Bab this is the law as the Privy Council 
have determined it. They have determined 
that bcciuso in 1871 separate aohnols had 
boon established, and beoauao in 1S90 separ- 
ate schools had boon abolishRd, that those 
who wero in a minority in 1890 had a right 
to complain and consider it a grievance. 
Now, sir, I am not finding fdkulb with this 
declBion aa a matter of law. I bow to ic ; 
not only do I bow to ib, but I believe ib to b« 
perfectly right as a matter of law. No 
other interpretation could be given to the 
words of the Act of Parliament, In my judg- 
ment, 

Mr. McCarthy might have added that this 
Act of Parliament was, in effect, the Treaty 
of CsnfederatloQ between idanltoba and tho 
Dominion, and was doubly binding on those 
who wero the parties to it. It is to be re 
apoctcd aa law, and good faith requires it to 
bo striotly observed. 

Our readers see that up to the present 
time the action of the Government on the 
Manitoba school qneation baa, been in the 
stricteat sense non-political. It haa not, -aa 
a Government, given an opinion on any of 
the points in dispute. It has left them to 
be decided by tribunals whioh hoVo no 
poliUoal leanings— tribnnaia which loo& 
upon the questions submitted to them simply 
as questions of law, and which havb oonsid 
ered them irrespective of their bearing upon 
governments or political parties. As the 
Government has heretofore dealt with this 
qaestion impartially and without reference 
to politics, Is 'it not reasonable to conolade 
that' it will now deal with It lathe same 
spirit, and do what ita membera oonalder 
best, nob for this party or that party, but for 
the people of Manitoba, and indeed for the 
people of the wholo Dominion, who feel ao 
lively an interest In its settlement. 



A STRIKINO CONTRAST. 

No matter from what point of view we 
look at them, the five years of Liberal 
administration with which the Dominion 
was sflSloted are remarkable for their bad- 
nesa. During those years every intereab in 
the country languished. The wholo busi- 
ness horizon was dark and lowering, and 
fear ^filled the hearts of nearly everyone 
who was engaged in bnsiness. Dar- 
ing that sad time tbe country 
had a revenue tariff, and free traders 
were at the helm.' The record of failures 
for those yeara tells a dismal tale. It is no 
wonder that the people lost heart and that 
they longed for tho time to come In 
which they would huve the opportunity of 
turning the incapable men out of the posi- 
tions they are unfit to fill and of replacing 
them with abler men who would inaugurate 
a better policy. When studying the follow- 
ing comparative statement of failures It 
must be borne in mind that in tbe second 
period of five years the number of pereona 
doing bualnoaa waa far greater than in tho 
first period, yet both the number of fail- 
ures and the amount of liabilltiea were muoh 
greater in the first period than la the second.

to aee them through the first month of the 
look-out. Ib is estimated that the thing 
will cost the Leicester district alone at leaab 
81,000,000 in wages. 

Three hundred thousand dollara is a very 
large sum of money, bnt when it is to be 
divided among two or three hundred thous- 
and men and women out of work there will 
not be a great deal for each, and it cannot 
last many wocka. It U a very aerioua thing 
indood for pooplo ao poorly provided to 
enter upon a struggle whioh cannot possibly 
do them any good. Tbe competition of the 
present dtty has boen compared to war, and 
it ia getting more and more like war evory 
year. The contests it gives rise to aud the 
sacrifiooa ib requires are dreadful to con- 
template. 

A POMTWAL PRBDIOTION. 

Daring the latter days of the life of the 
Hon. JameaG. Blaine there waa an agitation 
in the United States for free trade. Mr. 
Blaine deplored the agitation, and in a 

memorable speech whioh he made predicted 
the conaequenoea it would produce. His 
prediction haa been already literally ful- 
filled. ^Having deaorlbsd tbe proeperona 
condition to which hia couni;ry had been 
brought by the policy of protection, Mr. 
Blaine went on to say : 

I shudder, however, at the thonght that 
the time must come when all this will bo 
changed, when the general prosperity of the 
country will bo destroyed, when the great 
body of worklngmen la this laiid who are 
now BO proaperous will hear their wives and 
children cry for bread | that the day must 
como whon the great factoriea and manu- 
faotoriea of this land will shut down, and 
whero thcro is now life and activity there 
will bo tho ailcnco of tho tomb. And the 
reason why this muab be ia this : The 
great Southern wing of tho Democratic 
party are determined to catubllab tho doc- 
trine of free trade in this land. They will 
be aaaiated by their Northern alliea. There 
is a great body of visionary bub educated 
men who are employed day by day ia writ- 
ing free trade ossiys and arguments In favor 
of the doctrine, which find their way to 
every nowspapar in the land. The great 
body of our people havo never experienced 
themsolvos the aufifariogs which always re- 
sult when the protection principles »re laid 
aside. PolBonod and excited by the wild 
statements of thoao writers and the dema- 
gogio appeals of tho demooratlo speakers 
the result will be that In the near future 
these forces which are now working will bo 
strong enough to defeat at the polls the 
party advocating Che doctrine of protsotion. 
It must inevitably follow that .uncertainty 
and doubt will ensue. 

The business men of the country, fearing 
tho destruction of the principles of pro- 
tection, will decline to engage in business, 
consequently mills will shut down and the 
workingmen will be thrown out of employ- 
ment. The people will then aee, bb they 
have never seen before, that tbey ma not be 
prosperous and have work while this prin- 
ciple ia threatened. In the midst of their 
aafferlngs tbey will learn that the only way 
they can be prosperous and happy is to vote 
for the party that has built up the industries 
by which they have g lined a livelihood, 
because they will then aee clearly that when 
tho manufactory is shut down there is no 
demand for the only thing which they have 
to sell, and that is their labor. 

This description Is as true a picture of the 
condition of the United Statea to-day as if 
it had been uttered in 1895 by a shrewd ob 
server who was not afraid accurately to de- 
scribe what ho saw. There is a lesson for 
Canadians in this forecast of the deoeaiod 
American statesman.

INDUSTRIAL WAR. 

The bootmakers' strike in England will, 
no doubt, be productive of muoh sufftiring. 
There has been for some time an agitation 
In tho boot and Bboo-making trado. The 
operatives have boon discontented, and it 
was known at tho beginning of tho present 
month that " tho trade waa on the verge of 
a ttreab struggle, which will be more bitter 
than any they have ever yet had." This Is 
what tbe Harold Frederic in bis tele- 
graphio letter of theOth inat., aayi about 
this strike ; 

It la extremely difficult to get at the 
exact merits of the big strike and lock-out 
in the boot and shoe trade, which begins to- 
day, and by the end of next week will reach 
a climax involving some 400,000 operatives, 
not to mention great numbers of women and 
apprentices. From talks with labor mem- 
bers of Parliament I gather, however, that 
there is considerably less to bo aaid on tho 
men's aide than is usual. They all along ro- 
eentod the introduction of improved Ameri- 
can machinery, and finally resolved upon a 
demand thub a limib bo fixed to ita out- 
pub on tho economical theory that this 
would ruiao tho coab of prodnctioa and 
their oarnlnga as well. Of course, the 
theory ia wild nonsense, and the men's 
own loaders spent a good deal of time in 
trying to show them ao, but in vain, At 
tho lust moment they consentod to arbitra- 
tion, bub tho mneters now say that there ia 
nothing to arbitrate. Ib Is a question, not 
of fair dealing between capital and labor, 
but of whobher English boot and shoo mak- 
ing can bo carried on in tho face of tho in- 
croaaing American cocipotition at all. Inci- 
dentally, it is stated by tho masters that 
even If the American operatives gob twice tho 
'<vages paid here, they can turn out a oheapor 
boob, owing to their intelligent use of ma- 
chinery. The men have a fund of $300,000

It is proposed 
to spend thia money in bnilding and equip- 
ping an engine houoo in and extending tlie 
alarm ayatem to Victoria Woat, building 
and equipping a station on Fernwood road, 
and improving the alarm and hydrant aya- 
toma in the Spring Ridge neighborhood, 
adding to tho equipment of tho central 
station, and generally improving the firo 
protection faoilitiea in nil parts of the city. 
The second by-law has for its object tbe 
authorizing of the expenditure for the com- 
pletion of tho olootrlo light system of the 
money voted aome time ago for ft crematory. 
Tho polls will bo open from 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
at the market ball, the Burnes building, 
Bastion square, and 27 Government street. 

Mr, Thomas Cunni.voiiam of New West- 
minster returns to the Mainland this morn- 
ing, having completed the work of checking 
tho distribution of seed in division 2 of the 
fiooded distriot, of which "he has had the 
charge. His territory inoludea Sumaa, 
Chilliwack and the north side of tbe Fraaer 
frem Hope station to Harrison river, as well 
aa the south sida from Sumaa lake to Hope, 
Taking the entire area, from tbe Gulf to 
Hope, nearly four hundred farmers are being 
supplied with seeds, tbe diatrlbation being 
made with absolute impartiality and upon a 
syatematio basia that meets with the ap- 
proval of all. Owing to the favorable char- 
acter of the seaaon for planting, Mr. Cun- 
ningham anticipates larger crops than usual, 
and from four to six weeks earlier. The 
ground is in many oases already prepared 
and now awaits the seed. This will reault 
in an oxceptionally oarly harveat and a very 
euporior quality of grain. Tho only anxiety 
now ffill ia lest noxious weeds ahould be in- 
troduced in tho aoeda, such as wild oats and 
mustard, from which thia provinoo haa hcon 
to tho present fortunately free, Mr. Cun- 
ningham ia aesurod that tho govornmont is 
alive to tho importanco of a olcao inspection 
of all seeds for which ordera have boon 
given. It ia Mr. Cunningham'a intention to 
present a detailed report of his work for tbe 
ueo of tho Minister of Agricnlture, at an 
early daco.

His Solution of the Manitoba Problem 
— He;gtill Favors Moderate 
Protection. 



<By ToloBraph to the Manitoba Free Press.) 

Sir Donald A. Smith, in replying yeater- 
day (March 13), to a deputation which some 
time »go waited upon him with a reqaiaition 
asking him to again accept the Conservative 
nomination for St, Antoine district, said : 
" Before laying whether I, at this timet am 
prepared to aooede to the reqneat pnt fot' 
ward, I wonld like bo aay two word), that 
there may be no misapprehension with ro 
gard to myself and my position. I wish to 
say that I have always, from tho timo I first 
entered parliament, felt it wua the duty of 
every representative to weigh well for him 
self such meaenreB as are brought forward, 
and if he believed these were for tho boat in 
teroBta of the coaatry, and euoh aa would bo 
approved by the great body of bis oonstitu- 
enta and tho people, that it was his duty to 
anpport them ; bat if. In certain ciroum- 
stances, any measure should be proposed 
whioh.did not appear in the interests of the 
oonntryi I. believed, and I still .believe, that) 
then.ib ia the duty of a representative' not 
simply to blindly follow any party. That la 
my idea of independeoee. 

(There is one other matter I think I should 
say one word about. I refer to the school 
ifueation in Manitoba, Some five and 
twenty or more years ago, I was selected 
by the Canadian government to go to the 
people of the Northwest with a mesaage of 
goodwill and of peace. At that time, I, bO' 
■ides a commission from the Canadian gov' 
ernment, had a letter from the then gov 
emor-general. Sir John Young, and aluo a 
direct ezpresaion from the Queen herself, of 
her regard for her aubjeota in Manitoba and 
in Canada generally. That was in a letter 
that was telegraphed out from England, 
and I was inatructed to convey this expres- 
sion of her majesty's regard to the people in 
the Northwest, (These documents gave 
the pledge that right and justice would be 
done to the people of the Northwest in 
every case. I should perbapa explain horo, 
that we were not at that time in 
the same happy relations towards 
our friends on the other side of the 
lino as we are fortunately at tho present. 
It was jnst after the Alabama difTerences, 
and before the meeting of the joint high 
commission in Washington, whtoh took place 
in 1871. There was a Rreat danger in the 
Northwest that was well understood at the 
time — very great danger indeed. We know 
that overtures were made to these people in 
Manitoba from the State of Minnenota at 
any rate, and that money would be forth- 
coming if necessary, and it was looked upon' 
aa beings a time of , great) danger in Canada. 
We know that our friends on the other side 
would be right glnd to have had the whole 
of that Northwest, and we know also that 
they had greater appreciation of it 'at„that 
time than we had here in Canada, and'as is 
naaaily the oase when they have anytbing 
to determine, they got to know the inalde of 
it before they come to arbitration. I think 
we have been oonvinoed of, that on several 
occasions, and, with all thiB''before ua, it 
was felt by the government that asaorances 
onght to be given to the people of tho North- 
west, both Frencd ■ speaking and Englieb 
speaking, both Roman Catholics and Pro- 
testants of all denominations, that equal 
right would be done to all; 

In the oonvontiona that look place a bill 
of rights was put forward, and as repre- 
senting the Dominion government, which I 
was empowered to do, I answered to di£fer- 
ent articles contained in that bill of rights. 
One uf the artioles declared in effect, that 
they shall have preserved to them every- 
thing they bad had in tho past — all the 
rights and privileges whioh they enjoyed in 
the past. I was authorized to say such 
' would be the cas«, and I did say that it 
would be the oaao. But I think in connec- 
tion with that, I should muko one explana- 
tion. At thtkt time there were some 11, (XK), 
eertainly not 1'2,0(X) people in the whole of 
iianitoba. Of those persons 6,000 were 
French speaking, and as a whole, I think I 
•an presame. Roman Catholics, The other 
£,000 were Eogllsh speaking and Protest- 
»nt«, Manitoba W«B tiben confined to a 
•omparativiely small area. By one of 
the artioles of ih» faUl of tights 
the area is given >aB they desired 
to have it in a' radius from Win 
nipeg to the United States boundary, 
whioh would be sixty to sixty-five miles on 
either side from Winnipeg. While I think 
that that promiao certainly applied to that 
distriot, of ooureo it ia a matter for oonaid 
eration whether it applied equally, or should 
be made to apply equally to extended Man 
itoba, but I have every reason to hopo, and 
I think I may aay as regards myself indi 
vidually, I have great confidence in the 
great good aenao of the people of Manitoba, 
and I think that when tboy come to ooneidor 
the matter oarofuUy and earnoatly, devoid 
of, and apart from any political bias or,pro 
dilcction, they win feel that it ia their duty 
and intereab to aottlo thia matter them- 
selvoa. I think that is tho very beat aolu- 
tion of it that we could poBslbly have.' 

Havint; slid this. Sir D. A, Smith an- 
nonuced amid cheers his acoeptancc of tho 
proposed nomination, stating that in doing 
so he thought those who have a large ataku 
in the country should give thomaelvea, irre 
spoctivo of their own personal fooling and 
their own personal interest, to publlo affairs 
Sir Donald, continuing, declared hia poai 
tiOB In olear and unmistakable terms on tho 
trade qnestion. Ha said : " I should like to 
«dd, rant while if I we^e in England I might 
ha',»"ifino trftder, , yet) under the, oir- 
onmaianoes of Ganadtk I thlak it wonid be 
an evil for the ooantry that ihere shonld 
be a complete npturniog o{ ail the proteo- 
tion that has been given hitherto to the 
industries of tho Dominion. I think wo 
really require a well roaaonod, and well 
thought out, and moderate ayatem of pro 
toction for the induatrios of this country, I 
do not say to what extent. 1 think that 
may very well be left to tho people of the 
whole country to dotormino. I do think 
that if wo wore to spurn altogether what, 
has boon dono, wo should be going altogether 
in a wrong direction." Tho Consorvotivca 
are highly ploaaod at Sir DonEild Smith'u 
decision, and thero ia every Uko'ihoud that 
he will be returned without any opposition.

Sir : — Ab eoiae doubt was expresaed'; ak< 
the last meeting of tho mayor vnd aldermen 
as to the f working and objeota '/of.'r'-tbe 
Womaa'a Connoil, I Bm,«aB. nreaident, an- 
thqrized 1 . inform yon y tha^kj Itqmben at- 
present nearly aeVen hundred' limembera In. 
Victoria alone, and that its central Idea ia 
the uniting of all aeota and sccietiea In the 
pl&oe with the object of working together- 
njore, heartily and ayatematioally for the' 
oonimon'gooa '-of ' all, and herein especially 
for the aastatanoe and uplifting of the poor 
and needy. 

To thia end a apsolal charitable commit- 
tee baa been formed consisting of workers 
drawn from every church and denomination. 

The city has been divided into wards and 
diatriots, and viaitors ohoaen from each have 
undertaken to invcstigato ayetematically 
every case where help is required and to re- 
port upon it to the central committee. 

It is to enable ua to carry out thia scheme 
that wo come before you petitioning that 
part of the city charitable fund may be 
entrusted to us to enable us* to meet the 
many presalng demanda which have already 
been brought to our notice.

CoEstmction. 

(The Naknsp Ledge of March 7i ' jtut to 
hand, contains the f ollowinK : 

" There was excitement Tn Xhree I'ocka 
and Denver Tuesday night when lli baoame 
known that the contract had been let dartng 
the day for tfaie immediate oonitcnction' w 
Kaslo & Sloqaa railway. The newa waa 
confirmed yesterday by incoming pairiliea and 
it appears to be bonalde. -Word, m reoeiv. 
ed here, stated that the members of the 
charter syndicate, represented by D. J. 
Munn, had kept the wire to St. Paul hot all 
day in reference to the contract. Foley & 
Co., the noted contractors of*that city, were 
the successful bidders, and they are to com- 
mence work thia month, 

" Great Northern capital is furnishing the 
means. The road, whioh will be a narrow 
gauge, is to be in operation by September 1, 
Conatrnction la to be sub-let in numerous 
seotions along the right of way, which was 
cleared off a year ago. It is further stated 
that a portion of tho construction outfit is at 
Bonner's Ferry. Hamilton Byers, alderman 
of Kaslo, yesterday confirmed the news of 
the contract having been let, bo being ia a 
position to vouch for its aoouracy. 

" Speculation aa to the future movements 
of the C P.B. ia rife, but all agree that the 
Arrow Lake road must be finished this sum- 
mer, SB aleo a branch up to Sandon from the 
local road. To further hold the trade 
against a strong rival, the C.P.R. must con- 
struct their Slooan river branoh running 
through this town. All thia will tend to 
help out New Denver immensely. In the 
meantime an eye ia being kept on Sandon 
and Cody Creeki aa a mah for both plaoea 
will follow the advent of the Kaalo railway,"'

History of the British Columbia 
. ■ . fOBtal Servicfl From 1844i 
to 1895; . 



Letters Becelved in Tletorla In tlie 
' Fifties Few and Far 
Between. 



To THE Editor :— Victoria eiiotcd as a 
Hudoon'a Bay post in 1844, then called Fort 
Camosnn. In 1849 a leiBO of Vancouver 
Island was granted to the Hudson's Bay 
Company for colonization purpoaea, the 
company to bear the expenaa attendant 
theceoD. Ilie Mainland bad been leased to 
the eompaiiy' previouBly for tradlbg pur- 
poses. 

In ooinplianoo with the charter the Nor- 
man Morrison arrived at EEquimalb in 
Marob, 1.850, baviog eighty immignuatt on 
hoard. Although called Immigranta, they 
were really under engagement to serve 
the Hadsoa's Bay Company for five years, 
receiving £25 per annnm with food and 
lodging. Many are aov the agrloultnrists 
of V onoonvor Island. 

The Morrison oonaamed five months and 
a half (the usual time) on the journey, but 
aho brought the mail, nob a bulky arciole, 
thoro being at this time only the Hudson's 
Bay people in the country, save perhaps the 
Muira and coal miners at Fort Rupert and 
Capt. Grant and his eorvanta at Sooke — 
those having como out a few months pro- 
viouB. The Morrison after a few moniha' 
snjourn took the homeward mail. This has 
given riao to tho idea that thoro was but oao 
mail per annum, and suoh indeed wua tho 
ciise for a year or two ; but after this tho 
colony no longer depended entirely on tho 
Hudacn'u Biy ships. 

It must) be borno in mind that In 18111 tho 
California gold fovor rugod ; a mulo train 
existed acroHB the Isthmus of Panama, and 
within a year steamers were runnini! from 
Panama to San Francisco, carry inf; hundreds 
of paasengers going or returning; — tho hope- 
fal and the diBappoiated, 

At this time Oregon had aottlora on Iho 
banks of the Columbia and Willamette, 
tThese settlers had in many instances como 
overland. Of course the Hudson's Bay 
Company and aervanta wert> long previous 
to this at Fort Vancouver on the Columbia 
river. 

Again, after the Oregon treaty in 184G, 
Washington Territory waa eatabliahed, 640 
acres of land at this time being given by pre- 
emption to any and every actual aettler, so 
a few went from Yanoouver Island. Olympla 
at the bead of Paget Sound beoamo the seat 
of government, and Port Towoaend 
(Angeles being defeated) the port of entry 
for Washington Territory. 

Am Bsnar the United States government 
made hane to. have a mail route to tian 
Franolsbb via' Panama, and subsequently to 
Oregon and later to Paget Sound. Mail ar- 
rangements' of (Soarse existed' between the 
British government' and the United States, 
■0 ib wiU be apparent that Victoria had 
faoUlties for communicating other than the 
anaual Hudson's Bay ship. Governor 
Blanchard came across Panama, bub was 
brought here on H.M.S. Dover in March, 
1850. J. D. Peniberton came soon after 
by the same route, bub found his 
way to Vancouver and Victoria 
without the aid of H. M. ships — but with 
considerable rough travelling. Ib may as 
well be stated now that British Columbia 
depended almost entirely on the postal eer- 
vico of the United States for lottors (but at 
tho aamo time postal agroomonta oxiatod 
between the United States and the British 
governments) 'until confederation, in 18/0, 
and the ooBStruction of the C.P.R.R. 

Ib is unnecessary to take into account the 
Hudson's Bay brigade that annually croseod 
the continent from Hudson's bay to Forb 
Vancouver on the Columbia. True, it car- 
ried dispatches and letters, but most of these 
referred to the company's bnsineaa or private 
oommnnioations between friends in the ser- 
Tioe. 

Of oonrse Camosnn (now Vlotoria) held ' 
aonunnnioatioD with the headqnarters, viz., 
YacconTer. After 1850 these oommnnioa- 
tions naturally, became more and more fre- 
qaent, J. W. MoEay having charge of this 
aorvioe. A canoe would leave Victoria, with 
or without a Hudson's Bay oiBcer in charge 
of the Indians, carrying diapatchea for Nes- 
qually, where Dr, Tolmie had charge. lol- 
mie sent the dispatch box or bag on horse- 
back to tho Hudson's Bay post Cowlitz 
rtver ; the gentleman in charge there would 
forward it to Fort Vancouver, and thence 
the loctere were sent by any suitable con- 
veyance occurring to their destination. 
Now, bearing in mind what has boon writ 
ten above, it will be soon that no long time 
elapsed before United Sbitoa stoamora 
wera running to tho Columbia from 
San Francisco and vice versa ; from San 
Franoiaco the route existed to Now Vork 
and 80 to Kuropo. My oarlieab letters from 
England bear the dates of 18D3 and 1854, 
marked "via Now York and Panama." 
Probably the government and others long 
preceded mine. On tho one are two one 
atiilling Btampa and two penny ones, on the 
other a ono BhiUing stamp and two penny 
ones. T!ie lottors are written on very thin 
paper, and tho writing beautiful and small, 
tho lines cloao together to save postage. 
Such writing one docs not soo often in these 
days. These lottera wore about six weeks 
or two months on the journey. Here then 
we have a through mail. Of course later on 
Victoria became oonnected with the mail 
route on Paget Sound. In early days f!ng- 
lUh letters either were post paid or stamped. 
Post oflSce stamps came into existenoe In 
EoGfland about 1845. 

The above system went on for somo time. 
In April, 1657, the house of assembly on re- 
port of a committee, say to the governcr, 
"that tho general post oflice conducted with- 
in a public building and letters exposed 
under conditions which tho oommittoo do 
not doom aafo," " Thoy also doairo to learn 
how lb is supported. " (Tho letters 
wore kept in Mr. Finlayaon's, tho 
Hudson Bay Company's accountant's 
office until called for.) Governor 
Douglas replied in April 21, 1857, 
" that means should bo provided for 
initiating a postal aorvioe, viz: £500; £100 
for postniaater, £100 for post office and £.'iOO 
for carrying mails." 

Aa usual tho legialativo assembly ruturned 
tho atereotyped answer, " no funds," and 
" further that tho lottera were ao few that 
they would nob pay ono-tenth part of the 
contemplated outlay." At this period the 
colony consisted of say fivo or six hundred 
people, few of whom corresponded. Tho 
answer goes on to atoto " bhab tho aseombly 
acknowledge tho colony to bo under gr?ab 
obligationa to tho Hudson Bay Company for 
tho kind and liberal manner in which they 
have carried gratuitously tho letters from 
tho Ametinan ahoroa to this island.'' 

Notwithstanding this reply Governor 
Douglas appointed tho first posbmaster, 
-namely Captain Sangster, very soon after. 
The office, A,. small, house In the forb yard 
bniltiby Mr. Yates and which Is now my 
surgery, having the Identical folding win- 



dow panes through which the letters were 
delivered to the applicants, often with a 
very shaky hand. At this time the canoe 
aervioe had been supplemented by a achoon 
er or more, anyhow Jimmy Jones' " Wild 
Pigeon," and subsequently the American 
ateamer " Major Tomkina," who soon came 
to grief and left her bones at the entranoe 
of the harbor. The Fraaer river gold ex 
oitemenb 'ooourred in 1858. Steamers 
brought passengers, thousands from San 
Franoisoo and the Sound. Many acres of 
ground were occupied by the tents 
of miners. After this there was 
no trouble about mail commnnioation. 
It must, however, be remembered that from 
the very foundation- of - the colony sloops, 
■hips and what not went to Pnifeb 
Sonnd for piles and spars .to, bnild wharves 
in San Franoiaoo. ,8n6U'Teuels:ofi,en called 
at Victoria, and would pleaaantly carry let- 
ters. H.M. ships would do so liKewiae. It 
will foe seen, then, that the exaggerated re 
port of one mall por annum did nob long 
apply to the colony, although provioua to 
ita existenoe ib did so more or less. In all 
these matters letters had to pay tho Ameri- 
can postage generally in money. At the 
time of tho Fraser river excitement 
Wella, Fargo & Co. established an express 
— virtually in part a post office. 
They aent or carried lettera to all parts of 
the United Stiates. Envelopes were sold 
with tho company's titlg on them, but the 
price Is not remembered ; anyhow this 
Bsrvics was monstrously convenient, and at 
this time thoy did most of the poab olBoo 
buainess. Postage stamps of the colony had 
no existence, but soon after a aupply oame, 
and then Wolla Fargo's onvolopoa had to 
bop.r a local atamp, I think, of fivo conta. 
American stamps could be obtained at their 
ofiioo. When a uteamor arrived. Wells 
Fargo wore tho first to deliver and their 
ofiioo was crowded. Tho name on the lot- 
tar wore callod out, and anyone responding, 
the letter was pretty accurately hurled at 
him. Of courco moat men wore known, 

Tho " Pony Express" muab not bo forgot- 
ten. Letters weighing a (guarter of an ounce 
were carried by this extraordinary and won- 
derful express from California to St. Louis 
across the continent for one dollar, saving 
oonaidorablo time. 

Colonial postage stamps came into exist- 
once in Vancouver Island about tho year 
1861, a twopence half-penny one. Who or- 
dered them seems obscure, but they were 
made in England — ao perhaps an examina- 
tion of the Governor's oorresporidenoe would 
shed light on the matter. 

In 18S2 Attorney-General Gary had a 
stamp act passed through and by the Van- 
couver Island legislature, bat this had refer- 
ence to stamps of various value, to be put on 
deeds, oonveyanoes, eto. --Apparently this 
had nothing to do with postage, although 
probably tho fivo cents ' Yanoouver Island 
postage stamp may have been used for this 
purpose when the value suited. 

The first postage stamp, a Queen's profile, 
super and suhsoribed "British Columbia 
and Vancouver Island. Two ^ pence 'half- 
penny." Sir James Douglas was at this time 
governor of tho Mainland and 'Yanoouver 
laland colonies ; so this stamp seems to have 
boon ourrent in both, for local purposes, and 
Issued about 1861. 

In 1865 there are two stamps, viz: of five 
and ten cents, aupersoribed " Vancouver 
Island" only. Until 1862 the accounts of 
the colony were kept In pounds, shillings 
and pence, bub in 1862 Attorney-General 
Carey had an act paaaed by the legialative 
assembly of Vancouver Island allowing or 
ordering the publto accounts to be kept in 
decimal ourrency — dollars and cents. Hence 
the change in the stamps of 1865 to cents 
Instead ot ponce. 

In 1865 British Columbia, thab is to say 
the Mainland colony, had stamps super- 
scribed "British Columbia" (only), the 
value marked in' ponce. When the cur- 
rency law was alborod thoro I do nob know, 
bub Bubaequenbly these stamps had printed 
on them In large type their value in conts, 
to obviate and avoid tho ooab of now en- 
graving plates. The British Columbia 
stamp bad a central V surmounted by a 
orown, i,e;,> Victoria Kegina. The Van- 
couver Island' stamps had the Qaeen's pro- 
file. 

Each colony now had its own separate 
postage stamps, those of the Mainland being 
more numerous hi number and value. .This 
continued until the union of the oolonies 
occurred in 1868, after which only British 
Columbia postage stamps were used. Those 
of Vancouver laland being burned according 
to order, many thousands went up in smoke. 
The British Columbia stamps oontinui d in 
use until she entered the confederation and 
beoamo part of Canada, after whiob, of 
course, Canadian stamps were used and the 
postal arrangements those of Canada. To- 
day tho Vancouver Island stamps of 1861 
aro rare and valuable. 

After I860.— The United States mail 
steamer came to Victoria onco and Bub- 
ac(iuently twicoa wook. Tho San Francisco 
boat every month or oftener, but by this 
time she received a aubaldy from the 
Colonial government. Of so great im- 
portance was thia that tho continuance of 
the sorvioo beoamo one of the terms of 
confederation, which terms etill exist and 
win continue. These boats wore oontidorod 
of more importance booauso they brought 
paasengers and merchandiso, in fact immi- 
gration boats. I may here allude to the 
charter of the Hudson's Bay Companv's 
steamer Labonohere, but she being wrecked 
on her first voyage, 1866, was of no eCTeot. 

In oonolnsion, Mr. Wootten beoamo pnet 
master and harbor master In 1861, with Mr, 
Sparrow as his assistant. In 1863, amongst 
the accounts the " postage dues " are put 
down at four hundred and sixty-four pounds 
sterling. Ib may surprise some to learn 
that tho coab of postage from Victoria to 
Cariboo in 1863 was four ahillings, auy a 
dollar, and up to 18G7 to England, twenty- 
Qvo cents. 

Fifty years ago, California, IJritinh Colum- 
bia and tho lanjon tho Pacilic Coast geaor- 
ally wore wildornoaaee. Now they contain 
a now world. What will happen during 
tho ensuing fifty yoara? Vorily, there is 
much hlatory contained in postal evolution 
and postage atamps, bub thoy only speak to 
those acquainted with their language. 
Much of the above has been written from 
memory. J. S. Helmoken.

In regard to a request for 
openinf! and grading Pembroke street to 
Richmond road, the estimated coat was 
$1,050, 

On Aid. Macmillan's motion tho report 
waa referred back to the engineer to oor- 
roct, ss the alderman eiplained there must 
b9 u mistake, as Richmond road and Pem- 
broke atreet do not connect, there being 
private property between. 

The City Eegineor also reported aa fol- 
lows : 

"Gentlkmen, — I have the honor to sub- 
mit tho tollowing estimate of the approxi- 
mate cost of oonneoting the Jubilee and in- 
fiotioua diseasea hoapltal. 

1. With the main outlet aewer on Moss 
alreet, near the junction with Snowden 
atreot via Richmond avenue, Sb.
